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1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Elzenbeck in view of Barker, Jr., and Hern et al. 

Elzenbeck shows a table formed of connector blocks 6 that forms a quadrangle 
frame with frame rails 1 and 7 and supporting legs 3 connected to the connector blocks 
6. The claimed invention differs only in the manner of supporting the tabletop. Barker, 
Jr. shows rubber elements 13 for supporting a tabletop on legs. Hern et al. Show a 
washer (o-ring) 28 in a recess for supporting a work piece. It would have been obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art to have utilized the washers in recesses to support the 
tabletop of Barker, Jr. in view of the teaching in Hern et al and the teaching of using 
rubber elements for support in Barker, Jr. 

Re claim 2, Hern et al. show an annular groove. 

Re-claim 3, Hem et al show a rubber washer. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Brokaw et al. and Seipos show a furniture connetor utilizing 
rubber washers.
